The Applicant's representative objects to the Examiner's method of rejecting Applicant's claims. Applicant's representative asserts 
that the Examiner has presented a "vague and general interpretation of Applicant's claims without giving patentable weight to specific 
structural elements recited in the claims. 

In response, the Examiner notes that the rejection complies with rule 1.104(c)(2), which states: 
In rejecting claims for want of novelty or for obviousness, the examiner must cite the best references at his or her command. When a 
reference is complex or shows or describes inventions other than that claimed by the applicant, the particular part relied on must be 
designated as nearly as practicable. The pertinence of each reference, if not apparent, must be clearly explained and each rejected claim 
specified. Emphasis provided. 

Also, MPEP, 707, p. 700-112, 2 nd col., sixth paragraph, states as follows. 
"When considered necessary for adequate information, the particular figure(s) of the drawing(s), and/or page(s) or paragraph(s) of the 
reference(s), and/or any relevent comments briefly stated should be included." 

It is the belief of the Examiner that the prior art has been detailed and cited, "as nearly as practicable", with citations to Lopez, 
Helbawi, Threadgill, Imes and Latchinian which, from reading them, make readily apparent what elements of the claims are found where 
in the prior art.. These references almost speak for themselves when compared with Applicant's claims, as specified in the final 
rejection. The Examiner presumes that Applicant's representative has at least a rudimentary understanding of the art. 
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
